week. This does not include 
25,000 Navy men and 600 Coast 
luardsmen aboard ships oper- 
ating off the coast of Vietnam. 


U.S. spokesmen said the re- 


duction reflects the continuing 
withdrawal of American troops 
under President Nixon's plan to 
pull out a total of 60,000 by Dec. 
15. 


The U.S. and South Viet- 


namese commands reported 77 
enemy killed in another day of 
scattered small actions, and 
U.S. troops reported finding a 
large arms cache containing 
more than a ton of weapons and 
ammunition 32 miles north of 
Saigon.

There's a going concern on Appleton's 


far southwest side. It's not particularly 
huge, as plants go nowadays, yet it has 
doubled its space and production facilities 
in recent months.

speaking, only a modest amount of such 
assistance is involved. This comes close to 
being a pay-as-you-go operation. 


And that includes the cost of capital 


improvements, like a recently completed 
plant addition. 


The "firm" is the Fox Valley Sheltered 


Workshop, located at 1825 Perkins Street. 
It owes its beginning to a meeting in 1955, 
attended by representatives of industry, 
labor, service 
clubs, county 
and city 


governments, vocational schools, fraternal 
organizations, insurance companies, repre- 
sentatives 
of various health - connected 


groups, and many others. That initial 
meeting stimulated 
a survey by the 


Appleton Altrusa Club, and in 1956 the Fox 
Valley Sheltered workshop was incorpo- 
rated as a nonprofit organization. 


Its purpose was to "provide a produc- 


tion facility hiring only handicapped work- 
ers, with the object of enabling these 
people to become useful, 
wage-earning 


citizens." Initial funds and equipment came 
from area industries and organizations. A 
2.000 square - foot workshop 
at 121 N. 


Douglas was leased in 1957, and the nroject 
got underway. 


e 


Within a few years the facilities had 


become inadequate, and on November 20, 
I960, the workshop dedicated its own plant 
on Perkins Street, on a site large enough to 
permit future ex'pansion. Quietly over the 
past months, that expansion has taken 
plare. 


The workshop board of directors, drawn 


from various walks of life and serving 
without fee, recently concerned itself with 
developing ways and means of getting a 
deserving story out to a largely unaware 
public. One method under consideration is 
an open house. 


P.uf don't wait for that. Take a drive 


along South Perkins at your next opportu- 
nity. Take the children along. Show them 
the neat building complex just north of the 
tracks on the west side of the street. Stop 
in, if you can, to tour this 
unusual

ate and individual interest and support.

The Nixon Administration has moved 


•wisely in its recommendations for changes 
in federal laws governing penalties for 
possession and sale of various drugs. 


Perhaps the most important suggested 


change is that "possession for one's own 
use, 7-egardless of the drug involved" be 
made a misdemeanor rather than a felony 
but those charged with possession with 
intent to sell would still be subject to 
criminal prosecution. 


Because of the severity of required 


sentences for possession of even marijuana, 
characteristics of which are widely de- 
bated, law enforcement officials and courts 
have somelimes been reluctant to bring 
cases to trial. Currently a first offense for 
simple possession of either hard narcotics 
or marijuana calls for a maximum penalty 
of a $20,000 fine and 2 to 10 years in 
prison 
This is in contrast to the usual 


probation 
for 
first 
offenses, 
such 
as 


speeding, which may be more dangerous 
to others than smoking pot.

by John Ingersoll, director of the Justice 
Department's 
Bureau 
of Narcotics and

The remarkable voyage of the tanker 


the S S. Manhattan in finding the long 
sought Northwest Passage has brought up a 
number of issues, not the least of which are 
boundaries in the Arctic areas. 


Last spring Canadian Premier Pierre 


Elliott Trudeau said that "Canada's sover- 
eignty over its Arctic regions, including the 
islands of the Arctic archipelago, is well 
established 
and. . .there is no dispute 


concerning this matter.. . .Canada's sover- 
eign rights over the continental shelf in the 
Arctic flow from Canada's sovereignty over 
the adjacent lands, and again there is no 
dispute over this matter " 


But indeed there may be Last June the 


United States Assistant Secretary of State 
U. Alexis Johnson questioned any Canadian 
sovereignty beyond the three mile limit 
around the islands. Once again the fact that 
there is no commonly accepted internation- 
al law about territorial limits at sea means 
there is a problem. 


In the past no one cared very much

Investigation in this area has confirmed

But if the federal 
regulations are changed, this should influ- 
ence at least some of the more educated 
and 
intelligent legislators around 
the 


country to do something about changing 
the emphasis of state laws as well.

It becomes more difficult to ascertain

As Jean Chretien, Minister of 
Northern Development, told the conserva- 
tion meeting in Ottawa, "as yet, the waters 
of the north 
are 
relatively free 
of 


pollution. This situation 
is not likely 
to 


continue unless a water management pro- 
gram is introduced in the near future. We 
are increasingly aware of water pollution 
around our major cities, and we must start 
now to control pollution in the Arctic." 


Prevention is the answer but it won't

•week for approval and publica- 
tion at a later time.

One-Third Failed 


Rugs and carpets have re- 


ceived first priority largely be- 
cause devising a standard is 
easier for such items and be- 
cause many tests had already 
been made and illustrated a 
clear need for better fire resist- 
ance. 


Using a uniform burning tab- 


Jet that is set on a carpet and 
lighted, Consumers Union re- 
ported last year that one-third 
of 130 carpets failed to pass the 
low government specifications 
for flammability. Most flam- 
mable type was all-acrylic, with 
10 of 14 failing the simple test. 


Tests 
done by the same 


organization this year showed a 


great improvement. The propor- 
tion passing the test doubled 
Tests showed that the ability of 
a carpet or rug to icsist flame 
depends more on the density ol 
the pile than on the type of 
fiber. The longer and farther 
apart the fiber, the more likely 
it is to burn. The only fiber that 
does not burn is glass. 


Present Standards Inadequate 
Present government s t a n d - 


ards for clothing flammability 
are so low that every one of 117 
garments taken from fire vic- 
tims met them when tested by 
the government. Such results 
prove the inadequacy of present 
standards. But they don't indi- 
cate just how strong to make 
new standards in order to 
protect the public and yet not 
destroy entire industries. 


The biggest problem is cotton. 


It is the most flammable natur- 
al fiber and is especially haz- 


ardous in sheer garments. But 
it is also the most popular. 
Cotton can 
be made flame 


retardant, but the additional 
'chemicals 
often 
destroy 
the 


hand (feel) and add 2ft to 40 per 
cent to the cost. 


Adding to the urgency of the 


cotton p-oblem is its use in 
most children's sleepwa^e. Most 
of the 150,000 fire victims each 
year are either over 65 years or 
under six years of age. 


Treat Fabrics at Home 


In England, a law requires 


children's nightgowns 
to be 


flame retardant. There is n 
such law in this country, bu 
such items have begun to come 
on the market in quantity in h< 
sast few years. (Sears Roebuck 


Co. and J. C. Penney have 


jeen in the forefront of this 
move.) 


It is also possible to treat 


most fabrics (except rayon) a 
iome by dipping them or spray 
ing them with a solution of 1V< 
cups of Borax, Vz cup plus two 
.ablespoons of boric acid anc 
wo quarts of water. But the 
reatment must be repeatec 
after each laundering.

I Probably the earliest founda- 
|.tion garment was the "bra" 


on fome 4,000-year-old 


Egyptian murals. It was sim- 
ply a series of crisscrossed 
straps worn outside the dress 
as part of the costume. 


Diabolical Popularizer 


The Greeks had a word for 


the bra — "apodesm" — and 
for waist-cincher — "zona." 
Both were broad woolen bands 
which women wrapped around 
themselves for 
figure im- 


provement 
and a l s o for 


• warmth — those loose Gre- 


cian robes could be chilly 
when breezes blew. 


In later bras, the corset, 


originally not a girdle but a 
bodice, took over the functions 
of the bra. It was popularized 
by a diabolical Ifitn-century 
lady 
named 
Catherine 
de 


Medici. She thought that all 
ladies should have tiny rib 
cages and 13-inch waistlines, 
and since she was Queen of 
France, 
all ladies 
—• rich 


ones, anyway — soon did. 
They wore a tightly laced 
undergarments over which a 
framework of steel plates was 
fitted. 


After Catherine's r e i g n , 


everybody relaxed 
— with 


dresses that did not need 
corsets because they had their 
own stays or "busks" sewn 
into the lining of their bod- 
ices. Running vertically the 
length of the bodice, the rod- 
shaped busks were made of 
wood, iron, or handsomely 
decorated ivory. Some were 
actually daggers encased in 
fancy sheaths. Women often 
took them out and played with 
them as with a fan — or 
looked "daggers" al a fickle 
beau. 


The 17th and 18th centuries 


were the era of the "Corps 
Baleine" — the bodice-corset 
so beautiful that it was part 
of (he costume. Often it was 
worn with shoulder straps 
that gave support to the bust. 
A real brassiere of stiff linen 
was introduced in 1796 — 
reversing the fashion trend, it 
was brought to France from 
England. The first camisoles 
also made their appearance at 
about this time. 


En>r the Hourglass 


Ah, the hourglass figure! 


Beloved in the 19th century — 
most admired was the femi- 
nine waist ao small-that a 


man's two hands could encir- 
cle it — it led to some of the 
most 
fantastic 
fashion 
de- 


velopments ever. Some of 
them seem like mere figures 
of speech, not to be taken 
literally — until you see the 
advertising posters of the era. 


One poster, for example, 


shows a lady encased from 
bust to hip in a 
"Health- 


Preserving Corset," and guar- 
antees that any lady dissatis- 
fied with one of "Balls' Coiled 
Spring Elastic Section Corsets" 
—after wearing it three weeks 
—get her money back. The 
emphasis on health was justi- 
fied — bustles and a straight- 
fronted 
corset 
produced a 


sway-backed figure that had 
doctors pleading for a more 
natural alignment of the femi- 
nine form. Whale bone or 
steel "stays" laced so tightly 
that the wearer was barely 
able to breathe, causing the 
pallor and fainting so preval- 
ent in those days. 


"She can bend!" 
rejoiced 


corset ads of the late 1890's, 
as foundations began to yield 
— slightly — to the whims of 
women going in more and 
more for bicycling, tennis and 
golf. "But can she sit?" was 
the question asked by wags in 
1910, as stiff corsets went 
lower and lower on the hip. 


This decline and fall was 


one big reason for the rise of 
the bra. Decorously called a 
"bust bodice," it evolved from 
the earlier "petticoat bodice," 
worn in the 19th century over 
the corset to keep It clean and 
hide 
it 
from 
view under 


transparent garments. Though 
the "bust bodice" appeared in 
1900, it did not become really 
fashionable til 1910, with the 
revival of the high-waisted 
Empire Line. 


The Delicate Approach 


Interestingly enough, though 


"brassiere" is a French word 
(from the French "bras" or 
arm), it is not the word used 
in France to describe the 
garment in question. 
The 


French refer delicately to the 
bra as a "soutien-gorge" 
(fhroat supporter). 


Whatever the terminology, 


there was no question of the 
popularity of bras in the 
1920's or of their function — 


they operated not to enhance 
the figure but to discipline it 
into boyish lines. 


Today, believes Rosemary 


McMurtry, Fashion Director 
of Seventeen, "Young women 
will not stand for a return to 
rigid undergarments." Though 
foundation makers will meet 
fashion changes that empha- 
size different parts of the 
figure in different years, they 
will never 
do so at 
the 


expense of a woman's comfort 
and freedom. 


The reason that foundations 


have become 
figure-molders 


rather than figure-confiners is 
that women themselves are 
less confined and restricted 
than at any time in history. 
New developments are helping 
the lady fair to even greater 
fashion freedom.

Leukemia in Cats? Don't Fret, Ye/ 


Don't kill your cat. 
At least not until there is

of a state health official and 
three Fox Cities veterinari- 
ans, who aren't convinced that 
there is serious hazard. 


"My advice to cat owners," 


said Dr. Grant Skinner, chief 
of the State Division of F-jalth 


communicable disease section, 
"is certainly not to get rid of 
them because of this leukemia 
thing." 


Skinner discounted the con- 


tention which appeared re- 
cently in Medical World News. 
He said he understood that 
the article since has been 
denied by the researchers who 
claim they were misquoted. 


The article indicated that 


virologists 
strongly suspect 


that house cats are the pri- 


mary hosts "for the oncogenic 
(tumor forming) virus that in 
turn is the odds-on favorite to 
produce leukemia," a cancer 
of the blood.
